Reclaiming public spaces 


AH YES, SUMMERTIME IN EDMON- 
ton. You head out for some fresh air 
and wind up sucking in someone’s 
exhaust. Everywhere you look you 
see artery-clogging traffic with, more 
often than not, one person per car. 
Taking in the sight of all that steam- 
ing chrome, dripping oil and ass- 
burning vinyl, maybe you’ve 
thought to yourself: If only we could 
free up this gridlock... take over the 
streets. Hell, throw a party. 

Well, folks, the moment is nigh. 
Friday (July 25) marks Edmonton's 
second Reclaim the Streets. The out- 
door party started by Londoners in 
1995 aims to take back public space 
for public use. This year’s shake- 
down kicks off just off Whyte, and 
according to Reece Steinberg, whom 
SEE chatted with over email, RTS 
will not only be a good time, it will 
challenge the issues of over-reliance 
on vehicles, and Old Strathcona’s 
recently suped-up surveillance. 

Why did you decide to organize the 
RTS? 
We wanted to initiate a participant- 
centred, fun and active protest 
against the increasing government 
and corporate control over public 
space. A local example which we are 
focusing on is the new increased 
security on the Whyte area, the 
introduction of surveillance cameras. 
In addition to this, the date occurs at 
the same time as the World Trade 
_ Organization ministerial meetings in 
Montreal. 
Has there been one in previous 
years? 
Yes, a few years ago there was a 
very well-attended and fun RTS just 
off Whyte, close to the Fringe. There 
was also an RTS in 2001 to protest 
the Edmonton-hosted [athletics] 
events. 
RTSs began in much larger cities. 
Why do you think Edmonton is 
ready for it? 
RTSs are held in a variety of cities, 
from very large to quite small. 
Recently Calgary hosted a very suc- 
cessful RTS which a number of 
Edmonton RTS organizers attended. 
Edmonton has had much success 
with RTSs, Critical Mass bike rides

and other forms of protest which 
demand a certain number of people 
to be pulled off. Edmonton has 
many diverse and active communi- 
ties of people who support the mes- 
sages that this RTS is fighting for, as 
well as many groups and individu- 
als who have a stake in the protec- 
tion and liberation of public space. 
What should people bring? 
Comfortable clothes and shoes, 
water, puppets, signs, banners, side- 
walk chalk and other instruments 
for marking pavement, musical 
instruments and anything else you 
can perform or play with—stilts, jug- 
gling pins, etc. 

What might people gain from the 
experience? 

In addition to having a lot of fun and 
dancing it up, events like this build 
community, which is exactly what 
public space is for. Reclaiming pub- 
lic space is a courageous act and 
tends to give people a sense of the 
power they have. In addition to this, 
everyone will get a chance to listen 
to some of their favourite ‘80s pop 
hits, interspersed throughout the 
night of DJs and other revolutionary 
dance music. 

Your gender neutral name isn’t 
telling me anything... are you a girl 
ora boy? 

Ha ha, I am actually trans and I use 
plural (gender neutral) pronouns.

Television corporation is accepting 
public submissions into the 
Canadian Cable Television 
Association’s bid to put Al Jazeera 
on its digital cable service. In the 
broadcast world, this is a crucial 
stage in the application process. 

The Middle East's answer to CNN 
was created in 1996 after a joint ven- 
ture between the BBC and a Saudi 
investors group fell through. That's 
when Sheik Hamad bin Khalifa al- 
Thani (Qatar's left-leaning emir) 
ee in to cover the startup costs. 

e station gained worldwide 
notoriety after 9/11 for airing exclu- 
sive interviews with Osama bin 
Laden and, during the Iraq war, for 
showing images of captured US sol- 
diers. 

Currently Al Jazeera broadcasts 
only in Arabic, but there are plans to 
create an English language version. 
Close to 1.2 million Canadians speak 
Arabic, many of whom already 
receive the station illegally. 


Worldwide, Al Jazeera broadcasts to 
55 million. 

Despite facing censorship and 
having its bureaus banned from 
places like Jordan, Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait, Al Jazeera has won interna- 
tionally recognized journalism 
awards for pushing the boundaries 
of freedom of expression 

Here at home, however, Al 
Jazeera is facing opposition from the 
Canadian Jewish Congress and B'nai 
Brith who say they are concerned 
the station will promote anti- 
Semitism by vilifying Jewish people 
in the Middle East. The two groups 
have vowed to fight the license 
application. 

But supporters of Al Jazeera say 
now more than ever it’s time to 
bring another voice into the fray. 
Ikram Elmuradi of the Council on 
American Islamic Relations Canada 
(CAIR-Can) says, “Having access to 
Al Jazeera will broaden the horizon 
of public debate in Canada concern- 
ing the Arab and Muslim world and 
provide alternate perspective in an 
environment of increasing Canadian 
media concentration.”

Eyeing the competition 


Is the National Post's criticism 
of the CBC going to far? 


BACK WHEN THE INK WAS 
still wet on the first Gutenberg 
printing presses, media-consump- 
tion decisions were pretty straight- 
forward: If you were a liberal, you 
bought a liberal paper; conserva- 
tive, a conservative paper—and 
anyone with some gumption and a 
bit of capital could start one up. 

Now, with the country’s media 
control funneled into the hands of a 
few, those old lines have been 
blurred... but maybe not so much as 
they should in a time when the rep- 
utation of a news agency is based 
on its commitment to fair, accurate 
and objective reporting. At least, 
that’s what the National Post is say- 
ing ina relatively new, semi-regular 
feature called CBC Watch, a series of 
editorial letters criticizing the 
broadcasting corporation's cover- 
age of... well, everything. 

Post Editor-in-Chief Matthew 
Fraser explains it like this: “It is our 
view that the CBC does express an 
identifiable bias on political and 
other issues and we feel strongly 
that this is not appropriate given 
that the CBC is owned by all 
Canadians, not a small minority of 
the population... By establishing 
CBC Watch, we have given 
Canadians a forum to express their 
views ona public corporation that, 
as taxpayers, they own.” 

But it’s the “bias” part that rings 
hypocrisy bells for some critics of 
the National Post, and by extension 
its parent company. 

CanWest Global, the television, 
print and Internet communications 
corporation owned by the Asper 
family of Winnipeg, has been 
accused of any number of violations 
against the journalistic freedoms of 
its own reporters. 

When CanWest took over 
Conrad Black’s Southam newspa- 
per chain in 2000, writers found 
themselves confronted with the 
Aspers’ political agenda, especially 
with: fe to the conflict in the 
Middle East. There were instances 

of killed stories (Saskatoon 
StarPhoenix ails eh Doug Cuthand 
rtedly had his column spiked 
after he compared the plight of 
Native Canadians seeking a sover- 
eign state to that of Palestinians); of 





firings (Ottawa Citizen publisher of 
16 years, Russell Mills, was sacked 
after printing articles critical of the 
Prime Minister); and of gag orders 
(employees of the Montreal Gazette 
were told to stay silent or face the 
consequences of any dissent 
towards the nationalization of edi- 
torials.) 

Dr. Mike Gasher, who teaches 
journalism at Concordia University 
in Montreal, is an expert in media 
convergence and corporate concen- 
tration. He says the national paper's 
insistence on lambasting the CBC is 
an attempt to draw attention away 
from CanWest’s own shortcomings. 
Country-wide, the paper chain and 
its broadcast counterpart have been 
hugely scaled back. 

“| just got back from Vancouver 
and the Vancouver Sun doesn’t have 
beat writers anymore. Everybody’s 
just a general assignment reporter, 
so you don’t have any specialists on 
any subject, and a lot of subjects 
aren't regularly staffed,” he says. 

“So they’re cheapening the news 
product by [underfunding it], then 
they‘re cheapening it in terms of 
becoming invested in certain politi- 
cal and social issues,” 

But what Gasher sees as a black 
spot on Canadian media, Joel 
Ruimy, executive director from the 
organization Canadian Journalists 
for Free Expression, sees as one of a 

aper’s proper functions. 
ci Criticism of the media is a legiti- 
mate thing and people can criticize 
other journalists all they like in the 
same way that if the CBC were to 
do a National Post Watch,” says 
Ruimy. “We're not in the business 
of determining whether it is or is 
noth tical; our business is 
whether freedom to practice jour- 
nalism is inhibited or not and, in 
this case, clearly it’s not.” 

And how does the CBC feel 
about the criticism? “Is that thing 
still running?” asks spokesperson 
Ruth-Ellen Soles. “I haven’t seen it 
ina couple weeks.” She adds a 
recent poll conducted by Nielsen 
Media Research stated that nine out 
of ten Canadians think CBC TV is 
an essential service.

Some deaths get more attention than others 


WHICH IS MORE DANGEROUS IN 
Canada: being a cop, or being a 
wife? The answer is: wife. By a long 
shot. 

The myth that policing is the most 
dangerous occupation is a pervasive 
one. We hear often how the men and 
women of law enforcement put 
themselves in mortal danger every 
time they put ona uniform. 
Certainly, police put themselves in 
harm’s way, and it is undeniable 
that they are injured and killed on 
the job far too often. When an officer 
is murdered on the job, public out- 
rage is justified. But the often-repeat- 
ed claim that policing is the most 
dangerous job just doesn’t hold up 
to scrutiny. 

Far more women are killed by an 
intimate partner ina single year in 
this country than are officers killed 
in the line of duty. It has always 
been so 

In Ontario, the most-populous 
province, 176 police officers were 
killed in the line of duty over the 
course of more than 100 years. 
Between 1893 and 2002, those 
provincial, city and regional officers 
were most often the victims of traffic 

and other accidents, according to 
information compiled by the Police 
Association of Ontario. That's fewer 
than the number of women killed by 
a current or former partner in the 
province every five years, with an 
average rate of 40 each and every 
year. 


homicide rate rose for the first time 
in six years. Thanks in part to a spate 
of Ontario murders, 69 Canadian 
women were killed by an intimate 
partner that year, while the national 
homicide rate overall remained sta- 
ble, at just over two per 100,000 pop- 
ulation. 

That frightening summer that 
Gillian Hadley’s estranged, dis- 
turbed husband shot her and then 
himself, at least seven Ontario 
women were victims of murderous 
current or former intimate partners. 
It was called a crisis by people who 
work with victims of domestic vio- 


lence, compared to an “open season” 


on women, and came just two years 
after an earlier coroner’s inquest had 
made more than 200 recommenda- 
tions intended to keep men from 
killing their wives and girlfriends. 


FIX NO EVIL 

Two years after the Hadley 
inquest, fewer than a dozen of that 
jury’s 58 recommendations had been 
followed-up by the provincial gov- 
ernment. Three years after her death, 
governments are still vowing to 
address the problem of woman 
abuse and prevent more homicides. 
This June, Ontario announced $3- 
million in funding for a McMaster 
University research project to screen 
women for abuse, an issue the gov- 
ernment says costs the country $1.5 
billion a year in health-care costs. 

According to Statistics Canada, 51

It's a figure that, despite a high- 
profile coroner's inquest into the 
June, 2000 murder of young 
Pickering, Ont. mother Gillian 
Hadley, is on the rise. Statistics 
Canada notes that the 2001 spousal 


women were killed by a current or 
ex-spouse in 2000, the same year that 
proved so deadly for women in 
southern Ontario. That year, nine 
law enforcement officers were killed 
on the job—by all causes, including

falls, training accidents and heart 
attacks. The following year, seven 
law enforcement officers were killed 
on the job; in 2002 there were 11 
“line of duty” deaths, and so far in 
2003, three officers have died—in car 
and plane crashes. 





Those officers had, in the termi- 
nology of people who study occupa- 
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tional health, taken a “voluntary 
risk” by joining a police force, correc- 
tional service or other enforcement 
unit. They were trained in how to 
deal with violence, instructed on 
how to protect themselves, had 
back-up from other armed officers, 
and given protective gear as well as 
night sticks and service revolvers. 

In contrast few, if any, of the mur- 
dered women had weapons on hand 
to defend themselves. Rather than a 
squad of comrades to answer a cry 
for help, women can seek court 
orders, and hope they are enforced. 
They can go to a crisis shelter and 
hope it is not full, and that their hus- 
band doesn’t break in and kill them, 
as happened in Quebec in 2001.

Short of isolating themselves, 
women in this country have much 
less ability to protect themselves 
than do law enforcement officers, 
because most female homicide vic- 
tims are killed by someone with 
whom they have had an intimate 
relationship. They are shot, stabbed, 
burned, thrown from balconies and 
bludgeoned by husbands and 
boyfriends—people who likely did 
not pose an obvious threat w hen 
they first met. More often, they 
began a relationship with the simple 
intent of forming a couple and start- 
ing a family.

That simple desire for a domestic 
relationship places younger women 
at particular risk. Women under 25 
were killed in 2000 at a rate of 21.3 
per million couples. And assaults on 
pregnant women are deemed to be 
so common in this country—at an 
estimated rate of 5.5 per cent of all 
pregnancies—that the College of 
Family Physicians of Canada recom- 
mends that all pregnant women be 
screened for past or current abuse. 

A task force established to curtail 
the “epidemic” of abuse against 
women, in London, Ont., recom- 
mends that screening for domestic 
abuse be part of the routine medical

In contrast to merely being a 
woman who is, or has been, in an 
intimate relationship, policing is 
much safer. It is no more dangerous 
than any other job in which workers 
must deal with the public. It’s no 
riskier than being a retail worker. 
Police officers are injured no more 
often than motel clerks or service st: 
tion attendants. Occupational Healt] 
and Safety statistics, based on claim: 
for workers’ compensation, show 
that farmers, miners, loggers, nurse: 
taxi drivers, commercial fishers and 
construction workers are injured 
and killed much more often than 
police. 

And yet, when a worker in anoth 
er occupation dies on the job, there 
seldom follows the media attention 
or the public outcry, that is so justi- 
fied when a police officer dies on 
duty. Across Canada, memorials 
have been built to honour those wh 
died on the job in such fields as min 
ing, sailing, firefighting and other 
hazardous jobs. But a memorial to 
women killed by an intimate part 
ner? Not yet. 

Parks, streets, schools, even boats 
have been named for fallen police 
officers. Monuments are constructed 
in their memory. Scholarships are 
handed out in their names. Their 
sudden violent ends are announced 
in Parliament. Their funerals are 
international news. A 1998 funeral 
for a slain Toronto officer—stabbed 
while on plainclothes duty by two 
drug-addicted and homeless women 
who didn’t know he was a police 
officer—was attended by some 

12,000 people. Up to 160,000 people 
watched the funeral on the Internet 
and thousands more saw it live on 
television. 

But for women who die at the 
hands of an intimate, their legacy is 
too often little more than a mention 
in the legislature, when an 
Opposition member asks what has 
been done to address the latest coro- 
ner’s inquest recommendations.

MORE OFTEN THAN NOT, SKA BANDS 
tend to paint themselves into.a cor- 
ner. The music they play is a half- 
baked affair, usually nothing more 
than pop with a generic skank 
added in (or bad punk rock with 
horns). So it’s a pleasure when you 
can hear two bands that have lis- 
tened to all of the right records and 
then deliver the goods. 

The Operators formed a couple of 
years ago out of the remains of The 
Clones, a band that featured nobody 
over the age of 19. While they play 
plenty of straight-up ska stompers, 
The Operators also take cues from 
rocksteady and dub, creating a 
unique sound that makes them not 
“just another ska band.” Following a 
series of steady gigs, the group have 
become Edmonton favourites (and 
they’ ve just returned from playing 
the Victoria Ska Festival). 

Their debut CD, Power Version, 
had its roots in the so-called “lake- 
side sessions”, a series of DIY 
recordings that the band made at a 
waterfront cabin. “We would pretty 
much just jam and get drunk,” says 
Operator Eric Budd with a laugh. 
“But it worked, we got some good 
stuff on tape, and it gave us some 
new directions to go in. The CD rep- 
resents a huge step forward for The 
Operators.” 

When asked how the band man- 
ages to avoid the “been there, done 
that” sound of many ska bands, 
Budd is straightforward: “We don 
want to recreate music that was

producer Nik Kozub. Featuring six 
mighty songs, it will no doubt be a 
welcome addition to the collections 
of local rudies. After the CD’s 
release, the band will head easf for a 
quick tour before taking a break in

While The Operators head east, 
Montreal's Kingpins are heading 
west. All things considered, The 
Kingpins are Canada’s finest ska 
band, despite the fact that the 
group’s current line-up only con- 
tains one of the original members, 
lead singer and sax queen Lorraine 
Muller. Originally boasting nine 
members, the band was pared down 
to a four-piece combo for 2000's Plan 
Of Action album. That line-up quick- 
ly dissolved, leaving only Lorraine 
to carry the flag. “The name 
Kingpins carries too much weight,” 
says Muller. “So I could never be in 
a band that was only The Kingpins 
in name, you know? I would never 
pone a bad record or play a half- 
hearted gig as The Kingpins.” 

The current incarnation of the 
band has had time to properly gel 
with a series of live performances 
over the past year. 

“T love this band!,” enthuses 
Muller over the current line-up. 
“Everyone has been commenting on 


* how good we sound together— 


other bands, our fans, sound men... 

I'm really excited to be playing with 
them. This band is gonna blow you 

away!” 

The Kingpins’ Power Plant gig is 
part of a quick Canadian tour 
anchored around the aforemen- 
tioned Victoria Ska Festival. Once

SHE’S THE QUEEN OF THE HEAD- 
banger’s ball. She swears like a sailor 
from behind the cartoonish voice of 
a 13-year-old girl. And although she 
turns a blushed-cheek to the made- 
up rules of the media, she remains 
one of Canada’s most recognizable 
female faces. Meet Bif Naked: she’s 
one rocking contradiction. 

She’s known as much for her 
trademark tattoos and stylish sensi- 
bilities as for her music, but Bif says 
she’s never condoned people obsess- 
ing over appearances. Oh, she used 
to wear a new dress at every show 
with her first band, Gorilla Gorilla, 
but she’s since donned baggy T- 
shirts and skate shorts just to buck 
pretenses, 

In fact, for someone whose image 
seems to be carefully constructed, Bif 
says she resists the pressure to create 
a public persona. “I don’t think my 
image is really conscious or calculat- 
ing, but, unfortunately, it’s always 
perceived as something that’s pre- 
meditated.” She says that being 
judged on her looks over her hooks 
is simply a frustrating fact-of-life 
because, “Fashion really permeates 
media no matter what.” She feels 
that our obsession with beauty is 
sadly “really indicative of how soci- 
ety views people in general.” 

“There was one point in my mid- 
20s when I was absolutely opposed 
to my gender being an issue,” she 
remarks. “I don’t think I even 
plucked my eyebrows until I was 27. 
People were like, ‘Jesus Christ, 
you're eyebrows are so fucking 
bushy. You should pluck those fuck- 
ers!’ [But] I didn’t want to because it 
hurt.” 

Not matching any particular 
mould seems to have worked out for 
Bif just fine, though. Kids have been 
known to stagger into her shows, as 
she says, “expecting to hear Glen 
Danzig ina female form” and end 
up singing along to songs about her 


daddy getting married. 
Her musical style contains the 











hard-rock gritty guitar essentials of 
Joan Jett, but explores the spectrum 
of human experiences from a child- 
like perspective. “I always wear my 
inner child on my sleeve, but I write 
about love and heartache, which are 
not unique,” she says. “I think every 
human falters, and I’m just trying to 
share.” 

So Bif’s just another straight-edge 
vegan who hates the idea of an 
image and has a fetish for Italian 
leather shoes. She just plans to keep 
making a living doing what she 
loves and not worrying about the 
rest. 

“Rock ‘n’ roll is the best life I 
could have ever have dreamed,” she 
concludes. “I don’t know how much 
longer I'll be ‘Bif Naked,’ but I'm 
having too much fun to stop now.”

Satoshi Tomiie charts house music's history 


SATOSHI TOMIIE

ONE OF THE WORLD'S MOST WELL- 
known house DJs and producers 
will be in Edmonton tonight (July 
24) at the Standard. House music 
has taken Satoshi Tomiie every- 
where and provided him with 
everything he could want. Refusing 
to become complacent, he respects 
the music and its history and is 
always looking to see where it is 
going. Satoshi had a few minutes to 
chat with Remix last week about his 
career and the music he loves so 
much. 


Remix: When did you first hear 
about house music in Tokyo? It’s a 
long way from Chicago. 

Satoshi Tomiie: So, then we're 
going way back to like 1986, or so. I 
was working in a clothing store in 
Tokyo and I heard this tape from a 
friend. It was a Chicago radio show, 
or something, [with] those old 909, 
808 and 707 lines. I was making 
some hip-hop at the time using the 
same machines. I heard house and 
thought, “Maybe I could make one 
of those.” 


Rmx: Growing up in Japan, did 
you listen to a lot of Yellow Magic 
Orchestra [An important late- 
‘70s/early-’80s electronic group] 
ST: Yes. I was really into the work 
of Yellow Magic Orchestra. They 
were amazing. Well produced on 
record and live as well. I never had 
the chance to check them out live, 
but I did see them on TV ina live 
concert and on music shows. 


Rmx: Could you go anywhere to 
hear house music in the late ‘80s? 
ST: Back about 1987 there were very 
small underground places. We'd 
play on weekdays at these clubs and 
sometimes there'd only be five peo- 
ple or so, I was one of them. You'd 
just go and make friends with the 
other DJs, hang out. I’m still friends 
with some of those old DJs.

Rmx: But you persevered in Japan, 
making tracks, spinning. Then you 
became associated with Frankie 
Knuckles and then the rest of the 
Defmix crew. Eventually you 
decided to go to New York as well. 
How did that all happen? 

ST: I met Frankie in Japan. I 
couldn't really speak English back 
then. We'd learn it in school, but 
using it is a different thing. We had 
a conversation—my friend acted as 
a sort of interpreter—about making 
a track together. Maybe he was just 
saying whatever, but I took him 
very seriously. So we did. I finished 
up “Tears” in Japan, sent it over to 
him in New York and we got a 
record deal. 

Then I thought I'd go to New 
York [and] see what it’s like. I'd 
been there before, but it was only for 
a week and I wanted to stay 
[longer]. David Morales called me 
with a question one day about 
cabling for a sound system, then 
was like, “When are you coming to 
New York next?” I didn’t really 
have a plan so I said I didn’t know. 
Then he said, “If you want to come, 
you can stay with me.” “Really?!” I 
said. So then I stayed at his place, 
hanging out at the clubs and stuff. 
Then I thought that I should move 
to New York because there aren’t a 
lot of people into [house] in Japan. 
This was the opportunity and I 
decided to move to New York. 


Rmx: Has it always been house 
music and hip-hop for you? Were 
you ever into Detroit techno, or 
breakbeat, or UK hardcore? 

ST: Detroit techno, yes. I don’t 
know if Ill make the techno purists 
mad, but I consider Detroit techno a 
different kind of house music. 
Detroit was electronic music, but 
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with soul, especially the late ‘80s 
stuff. It was different than Chicago 
house, but they were still on the 
same wavelength— sharing ideas— 
and I remember when DJs used to 
play both Chicago stuff and Detroit 
stuff in the same set. 


Rmx: How do you think house 
music has changed over the past 10 
years? Good and bad? 
ST: Tempo, of course. Ten years 
ago, it was around 120 bpm, now 
it’s about 130. One bpm per year. 
But now I think it is going down a 
bit, with the superclubs closing in 
the UK and the music moving back 
to smaller clubs. Big room banging 
tracks don’t work in these clubs so 
it’s back to funkier, groovier stuff. 
The quality of the music has got- 
ten quite average. There's a lot of 
these bootlegs where they just take 
an ‘80s track and slap a beat under- 
neath. It shows the lack of creativity 
in the music. Making music has just 
become too easy. While the software 
of recent years has opened the door 
for a lot of people with good ideas, 
there are a lot of people with not a 
lot of creativity or imagination mak- 
ing tunes. But some stuff is really 
inspiring. I like the mixture of house 
and ‘80s electro recently. That inter- 
ests me. Recycling ideas to make 
something new. Even a lot of the 
minimal sounding stuff like DJ 
Pierre and Fast Eddie and the old 
acid stuff. I guess in the ‘80s we recy- 
cled the “60s [and] in the ‘90s it was 
the 70s. Now in the ‘00s we are 
going back to the ‘80s. But there are 
still a lot of average records coming, 
out.

FEW BANDS HAVE EMBODIED 
Californian decadence as well as 
Jane’s Addiction, the estranged, 
bastard sons of the Jimi Hendrix 
Experience. Always a hodgepodge 
of seemingly incompatible styles, 
these dread-locked, surf-goth, punk 
rock, metal hippies were a stark 
contrast to the hair metal that satu- 
rated the American west coast dur- 
ing the late ‘80s. 

They prepared the ground for the 
success of the likes of the Red Hot 
Chili Peppers, Soundgarden and 
Nirvana, took their freakish art- 
crowd sideshow across America 
under the guise of Lollapalooza, 
and amassed a religious tribe of 
devotees possibly only matched by 
fans of Depeche Mode—all while 
entertaining mind-altering habits 
that would make Aerosmith jeal- 
ous. 

Now, the latest incarnation of 
Jane’s Addiction attempts to recap- 
ture some of that past magic on 
Strays... But anew d S not quite 
clicking. Perhaps it’s the absence of 
bassist and founding member Eric 
Avery. Perhaps it’s the presence of 
producer Bob Ezrin; he’s produced 
everyone from Alice Cooper to Pink 
Floyd, but under his guidance 
Jane’s Addiction come across as a 
tame suburban version of 
Audioslave with Rob Halford on 
vocals.

ALTHOUGH JUNIOR MURVIN HAS HAD A LONG 
career, “Police And Thieves,” remains his best- 
known tune. It’s a timeless piece of reggae: with 
politica! violence still taking place on the streets 
of Kingston (or protesters smashing up 
McDonalds on the streets of Seattle, for that 
matter), Murvin's epic tune is just as timely now 
as it was in 1976. It’s become one of reggae’s 
signature tracks, alongside “One Love" and 
“Israelites.” While you've no doubt heard the 
song, the rest of the album is just as excellent. 
Police And Thieves is more or less a psychedelic 
blues aloum; producer Lee Perry's smoky 
sound swirls around Junior's staggering falsetto 
as he wars off bad women, dismisses hood- 
lums, and laments a life working in the hot sun 
The three standout tunes include the sizzling 
title track, the fingerpoppin’ “Roots Train" and 
the chilling “Lucifer.” The bonus tracks included 
are pure dynamite, including the previously 
unreleased “Childhood Sweettieart” and a mag- 
nificently extended mix of “Roots Train” (featur- 
ing a crazy Dillinger rap in the second half). But, 
the best is saved for last: Murvin’s version of 
Curtis Mayfield’s classic “People Get Ready,” 
sung here as “Rasta Get Ready.” Believe me, 
this is the album you want to be the soundtrack 
for the rest of your summer.

being at least somewhat concise with “Whose 
Pretty Baby Are You,” while “Electronique 

Noire" by Eivind Aarset is.a sure pleaser at your 
next cocktail party. But the fact of the matter is, 
most of these songs just slide right past without 
any effort, subtly tugging you into trance state 
before you know it. That might be the intent, 
though, and if it is, Bugge Wesseltoft is your 
man. He’s a touch pretentious—calling your 
album The New Conception of Jazzis a ballsy 
move indeed—but pianist Wesseltoft is a ballsy 
kinda guy at heart. “Walking on stage with only 
an electronic beat as the basic element” is a neat 
idea and a great liner note quote, but, aside from 








some pleasant moments, this is not exactly 
gripping music nor much of a musical mani- 
festo. On the plus side, drummer Anders Engen 
offers up some nifty moments in and around the 
electronics, and Wesseltoft himself has a few 
interesting tricks up his sleeve. (Guitarist John 
Scofield pops up for a visit on track five, neither 
adding nor detracting from the ambient sound- 
scape). No quickened heartbeats here, but | got 
a LOT of work done around the apartment while 
it was playing.

NO ONE EXPECTS A DIET OF FLUFF 
from musicals anymore, but a tragic 
drama that includes choreography 
still seems a little... odd. And Blood 
Brothers, explains first-time 
Walterdale director Neil Salsburg, is 
as tragic as musicals come. 

“It’s a story about a mother who's 
already got seven children,” he 
explains. “Her husband leaves her 
and she finds out she’s pregnant 
with twins. She's lower class 
Liverpool, so she finds an odd job 
cleaning for an upper-class family. 
The matriarch of the upper-class 
family can’t have children, so she 
pleads with Mrs. Johnston, who's 
the protagonist, to give one up.” 

Mrs. Johnston agrees, after some 
torturous soul-searching and, when 
they're born, the twins are separat- 
ed. The play follows the boys’ lives, 
one prosperous, the other cruel, over 
21 years as they become friends and 
grow into drastically different men. 

Written in 1983 by British play- 
wright Willy Russel, Blood Brothers 
has been running in London for over 
12 years. Salsburg says the score 
stretches across the musical spec- 
trum. “Some of the songs are more 
upbeat,” he describes. “Some of the 
songs are really soft and mellow 
with an acoustic piano and an 
acoustic guitar behind—after (Mrs. 
Johnston] gives up the baby they 
have this one song that’s so soft and 
so pretty. Then we have the song 
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where the brother starts going a little 
mad and it’s got almost a Meatloaf, 
Bat out of Hell feeling.” 

According to Salsburg, the pop 
elements work together perfectly 
with the heart-wrenching story, but 
he warns that it’s tough. “Bring a 
box of Kleenex,” he advises. “Some 
of the people we've already had 
come into the show have just started 
to cry.”

SHADOW THEATRE'S “THE BARD'S 
Best Bits” isn’t your typical theatrical 
fund-raiser. 

“This is the fifth time we've 
mounted this annual event and we 
look forward to it all year,” says pro- 
lific playwright and longtime 
Shadow Theatre maven David 
Belke. “Not only is it a lot of fun, it 
celebrates Shakespeare in all his 
glory and dastardliness.” 

Belke says the idea for “The Bard’s 
Best Bits” came about when the the- 
atre was brainstorming fund-raising 
ideas and realized that a “party is 
just not as much fun as a show.” 

Deciding to make the most of 
their resources, the company settled 
on a Shakespearean theme, mounted 
Belke’s one-act William the Bard (a 
play about William Ireland's 
Shakespeare forgeries) and invited 
performers to come forward with 
their Bard-based efforts. 

“What we ended up was not just 
monologues but a lot of material 
inspired or based on Shakespeare,” 
says the playwright whose new 
playlet—Walking in Autunmn, a 
sequel of sorts to Midsummer Night's 
Dream—is highlighting the 2003 
incarnation. 

“Tt was this diversity that really 
encouraged us to make this an annu- 
al event. We never know what we're 
getting until people call back and tell 
us what they're doing.” 

Belke says the 2003 event includes 
established artists like Trevor 
Schmidt, Jocelyn Ahif and Paul 
Morgan Donald (performing sepa- 
rate musical numbers) and up-and- 
comers like Amber Borotisik (pro- 
ducing a melange of Shakespearean 
insults).

west frontier’ trial-and-error stage,” says 
Mark McAlpine of Holes, a piercing studio 
that operates out of Nighthawk Tattoo and 
Gallery (www.nighthawktattoo.com) in 
Guelph, Ontario. McAlpine won't slice your 
penis in half, but he’s met guys who have 
done it and makes it his mission to ensure 





that people interested in extreme body 
modification—whether it’s splitting your 
tongue or stretching your bum hole, nip- 
ples or balls (check bmezine.com, be my 
guest!)—know the risks and take the 
proper precautions to do it as safely as 
possible. 

So just where do you go if you want to 
split your penis? I'm guessing there aren't 
a lot of doctors willing to do this stuff 
(save a few out there who'll apparently 
split your tongue for you, or that doc in 
New York a few years back who per- 
formed amputations for people who were 
into that) 

Most people are do-it-yourselfers, says. 
McAlpine. “They might start with a genital 
piercing like a Prince Albert (a ring 
through the head of the penis), and decide 
they want to go further. They go on the 
Internet, where now you can access pho- 
tographs and instructions, and personal 
accounts from people who have done it. 
Then they find someone who may be a 
piercer experienced with sterilization 
and/or who has access to implements like 
scalpels and clamps, and someone who 
has first aid knowledge in case something 
happens.” 

McAlpine admits it's all a gray area 
because there are no official regulations at 
play here, only safety guidelines. (FYI, 
holding a safety pin over a candle won't 
sterilize it. A woman in Guelph ended up in 
the hospital with toxic shack when she 
tried to pierce her own navel this way.)

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be medically trained to slice someone 
open. 

“People [who want to do this] can find 
someone who's willing to give it a try,” 
McAlpine says. 

Like the 19-year-old guy who 
approached McAlpine about splitting his 
tongue. 

“| wasn't comfortable, but he was able 
to find someone in Toronto to help him,” 
he tells me. “They held the sides of his 
tongue with clamps, had people on hand 
making sure everything was going safely, 
and then he cut himself using a mirror and 
a scalpel following the lines that were 
drawn.” 

Jesus. 

They even videotaped the whole thing 
and the guy is planning to put together a 
little DIY quide to tongue-splitting. 

And now he gets to impress his friends 
by grabbing straws out of drinks with his 
tongue, a popular trick among forked 
tongue owners, laughs McAlpine. | can 
imagine a few other nifty tricks one might 
perform with dual-tongue action. 

McAlpine hasn't come across many 
examples of genital modification among 
women. | imagine it'd be a bit of a bugger 
to get a good enough grip on that little clit 
to split it.

Forget the butterfly-on-your-ankle shit 
These days, McAlpine is finding that more 
and more women are into full-sleeve tat- 
toos and stapling (imagine a row of sta- 
ples in your arm) or pocketing (where the 
jewelry is imbedded so the length of it 
shows on the skin) along the breastbone 
or spine. Scarring and branding—which 
use a laser scalpel to carve or burn 
designs into the skin—are also edgier 
alternatives to tattooing. 

“As body piercing and tattooing 
become more mainstream, we're finding 
people on the fringe looking for something 
that will set them apart, something with ar 
even greater commitment to it, that can’t 
be reversed,” explains McAlpine. 

A tongue piercing may have been cut- 
ting edge five years ago, for instance, but 
these days the malls are crawling with 
kids sportin’ mouth metal. (McAlpine 
won't do tongue piercings anymore 
because of the damage they can do to 
tooth enamel, gums and, in some cases 
even the bone under the gums 
(“Suddenly a $65 piercing turns into 
$2000 worth of dental work.”) 

While the mainstream may view this 
stuff as an act of mutilation, McAlpine 
counters that, “To the person practicing it 
it may be liberating, It may be an act of 
beautification. It may be a sexual enhanc 
ment, or it may be aesthetic. No one blin 
twice at the idea of breast enhancement: 
or a nose job.” 

And certainly people have been 
“enhancing” their bodies since the dawn 
of time. Examples of scarring, genital 
piercing, stretching, slicing and dicing 
exist throughout history in tribes and cu 
tures around the world. 

“We don’t have a lot of ritual in our 
society, things that mark a beginning 
and/or an end,” McAlpine says. “A lot of 
these people are establishing their own 
sense of ritual and community and identi 
ty, and they're doing stuff others won't 
Not a lot of people are gonna split their 
penis, suspend themselves on hooks 
[through the flesh] or remove digits of 
their hand.” 

Also, he adds, in a society where there 
are so few things over which we feel we 
have control, the one thing we do own is 
our body. 

“For some, that might be the only thing 
they truly possess,” says McAlpine. 
“(Modifying one’s body] is a way of 
reclaiming it, or using it, for oneself.” © 

An honourable sentiment no matter 
how you slice it.
